Tobruk garrison. 
New Zealand forces 
supported 


by tanks smashed northward to 
meet a column from the conglom- 
erate Tobruk defenders this morn- 
Ing, a communique said. 
The great tank and infantry bat- 
tle swirled through its tenth day 
with both sides throwing in new 
. u-reserves. 
The main battle still 
apparently was about Rezegh, ten 
miles south of Tobruk, but was 
spreading far to the east into 
Egypt, where the British fought to 
wipe an axis column which drove 
across the frontier yesterday. 


T British officers said the junc- 
tion with the Tobruk force meant 
the British Eighth army had won 
the first 
round but they pre- 
dicted 
heavy fighting 
still 
to 


come. 
They 
admitted 
that 
although 
British 
advance 
elements 
had 
joined 
hands 
there 
remained 
pockets of axis resistance between 
the main British forces. 
Main British Objective. 
The main British objective, It 


•was stated, remained the destruc- 
tion of tho axis armored forces

tle lines, under the lease-lend pro- 
gram, for service against the axis 


There reports were coupled with 
the 
dloclosure 
that 
production 


schedules envisioning 33,000 light 
and medium tanks annually have 
been suggested as part of a pro- 
posed 
"victory program." 


A big share of existing tank 


production has gone to Britain, 
providing the empire forces with 
a sizeable part of the armored 
strength In the current Libyan of- 
fensive, 
but undisclosed quanti- 


ties also have been shipped to 
Kussla. 
Becaus* of military considera- 


tions, no figures w«r« given to 
support the claim that American 
tank production has now passed 
England's, but an official in the 
Office of Production Management 
reported that the output in No- 
vember was running 30 per cent 
higher than estimates made in 
early summer. 


The so-called "victory" program, 
still In the formative stage but 
reportedly calling for doubling the 
present $61,000,000,000 defense ef- 
fort, lays heavy emphasis on me- 
dium and light tanks. 


The fast, heavily armed 30-ton 


medium tanks, would be built at 
the rate of 2,000 a month under

source said, and 13-ton light tanks 
at 800 a month.

Mra. Glass was presented by 


! Mrs. Joel Trimble who Is respon- 
sible for the study of that country 
In a series of programs being spon- 
sored by tho organization to pro- 
mote more knowledge and a better 
understanding of Latin America. 


Tho speaker gave a brief histor- 


ical 
background 


stating that she felt that a histo- 
rical knowledge Is necessary for 
one to understand the country. In 
1519 after Hornando Cortez em- 
barked upon his conquest of Mex- 
ico he sent one of his captains, 
Pedro de Alvaredo with a small 
party of soldiers 
to Guatemala, 
Mrs. Glass told her listeners. She 
described the problems faced by 
the small Spanish army In cutting 
through dense vegetation, the heat 
of the tropics and their troubles 
with Indians. The Spaniards con- 
uered, Mrs. Glass stated, after 
e personal combat of Alvaredo 


and the king. This combat caused 
an Interesting legend to come down 
In the history of the country. 


Federation of States. 


Alvarodo was declared captain- 


general 
of the country and 
the 


Spaniards ruled until 1821 when 
the Federation of Central Amer- 
ica, 
composed ol Guatemala, Costa 


qu 
th. 


Salvador, Issued a Declaration of 
Independence. Later Panama and 
British Honduras were added to 
make the seven countries of Cen- 
tral America. 


The personalities of the people 


in each of these countries varies 
greatly, Mrs. Glass 
explained, 


probably due to the fact that while 
all have the same Spanish ancest- 
ors, their Indian ancestors differ 
In traits and Ideas. 


In describing the native Indians, 


the speaker stated that they are 
very colorful and that fifty miles 
from La Nueva, Guatemala,' the 
third 
and 
present 
capitol, one 


would think that modern civiliza- 
tion had never touched them. They 
carry everything on their heads 
from their childhood, they go bare- 
footed and tho muscles in their 
feet and legs are so over-developed 
as to approach 
deformity, the 
speaker said. 


.goats, pigs and chickens driving 
them In groups and often return 
with other livestock

they have traded their own. Each 
vlllago Is recognized by the clothes 
of Its inhabitants as each village

Most of the Indians work on the 


large coffee and banana planta- 
tions and farm on a small scale to 
secure their own needs and to do 
a little trading. They are quiet, 
humble and passive 
people and 


their ritualistic dance consists of 
a shuffling two-step which they

dusk, 


dressed In elaborate costumes and 
large masks. Drinking and shoot- 
ing fireworks are their favorite 
pastimes. 
Guatemala Is a small country, a 


little larger than the state of Ohio 


and In the capital the climate Is 
almost perfect, varying little from 
one season 'to another Mrs. Glass 
stated. 
In Los Altos region It is 


very cold and In the coastal area 
there is dense vegetation, sticky 
climate, many birds, snakes and 
alligators and heavy

continued.Economic Status. 


In speaking 
of the 
economic 
status of the country, Mrs. Glass 
stated that It depends upon Its ex- 
ports for its Income and since the 
war has felt a definite curtailment. 
Coffee Is the first crop of Guate- 
mala and Europe has been the 
chief market. However, the United 
States has agreed to purchase one- 
fourth of 
the coffee 
produced, 


solving the problem somewhat, the 
speaker related. The coffee plant 
is begun In nurseries then trans- 
planted and bears after a two-year 
period. It will then produce for 
thirty or forty years. It ID subject 
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to few blight* but i§ difficult to 
harvest.

Allen said the standards of phar- 
macists are still Improving;

made notable contributions 
to 
medical science, he said, lilting 
quinine as perhaps the ireatMt 
single discovery because of it* 
widespread importance. 
The speaker then described the 
importance of vitamins and how 
pharmacy is now assisting science 
In developing this comparatively 
recent and vital discovery. Sever- 
al steps are followed In discover- 
ing or developing a vitamin, he 
•aid. First, proof of it* existence 
Is determined when some chemi- 
cal deficiency In food causes an 
unfavorable reaction- 
Second, It 
Is Isolated, extracted and convert- 
ed Into a concentrate. 
Next, It* 
chemical formula 
Is determined 
and efforts to make It syntheti- 
cally are tried. 
Lastly, Its phy- 
siological affect on the human 
body Is determined, he said. 
There are 13 known vitamin*, 
he continued, and of this number 
the chemical structure of nine are 
known and eight can be prepared 
synthetically. 


Vitamins Listed. 
Mr. Allen listed and described 
the vitamins as follows: 


Vitamin A—Affects sight and 
resistance of body to 
infection. 


Derived from cod liver oil, butter 
and milk. 


Vitamin Bl—Affects the nerve 
system 
and 
appetite.

from grains, yeast and liver con- 
centrates. 


Vitamin JB2—A deficiency cause* 


pellegra and corresponding dls- 
nases. Derived from wheat, liver 
concentrates and yeast. 
Vitamin C—A deficiency cause* 
•curvy. Derived from fruit Juice*, 
eapeelally of the citrus variety. 


Vitamin D—Affects the growth 
of bones. Derived principally from 
sunshine. 


Vitamin E—Affects reproduction.
